NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 3d. the only three unop- 
posed house bills remaining on its calendar 
were cleared off...... In the house, several votes 
were taken on dilatory motions, but no quorum 
appeared at any time. The proposition was 
submitted by the World's fair advisory com- 
mittee to reconsider the vote on the sundry 
civil bill and place it in conference and vote for 
82,500,000 as a direct gift to the fair in a separate 
bill not later than Saturday. 

In the senate,on the 4th, no business was 
transacted. When word was received indicat- 
ing that the house insisted on disagreeing to 
the World's fair amendment to the sundry civil 
bill, no action was suggested by the senate in 
the line of further conference, but an adjourn- 
ment was immediately carried..... In the house 
& resolution extending the appropriations under 
the current civil sundry bill six days was 
passed. A resolution that the house should re- 
consider the vote by which the senate amend- 
ments to the World's fair were concurred in, 
insist upon a further disagreement and again 
send the bill to conference, was adopted, thus 
putting an end to the deadlock. 

In the senate, on the 5th, after the transac- 
tion of some routine business, an executive 
session was held, and when the doors were re- 
opened the World's fair bill appropriating $2,- 
500,000 was submitted, read and passed without 
a division. Another conference was ordered 
on the pending sundry civil bill, Later the bill 
was agreed to, and the senate adjourned sine 
@ie....:6. In the house the Durburrow World's 
fair bill, appropriating $2,500,000, was passed. 
The sundry civil appropriation, relieved of the 
World's fair provision, was quickly disposed 
of, and after its passage the house adjourned 
without day. 





PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

ALL arrangements for the interna- 
tional monetary conference authorized 
by the sundry civil bill have been com- 
pleted by the president and the state 
department. 

THE official count of the vote of the 
state of Alabama began at noon of the 
6th at the county seats of the various 
counties. Contests were entered in a 
number of counties. 

Joun C. Bunpy, for many years editor 
and publisher of the Religio-Philo- 
sophical Journal, anda man of interna- 
tional reputation among spiritualists 
and occultists, died at his home in Chi- 
cago, on the 6th, after a brief illness. 
He was 51 years old. 

THERE died at Wabash, Ind., on the 
7th, one of the best-known men in that 
city, Dr. S. G. Thompson. His history 
is peculiarly pathetic. In early man- 
hood he was engaged to an estimable 
lady, who died suddénly. “The doctor 
never married, and always livéd alone 
in his little house on the bank of the 
river in a secluded nook. He was a 
prominent mason. 

THE president has selected Senators 
Allison, of Iowa, and Jones, of Nevada: 
Representative McCreary, of Kentucky; 
Gen. Francis A. Walker, of Massachu- 
setts, and Hon. Henry W. Cannon, of 
New York, to be delegates to the inter- 
national monetary conference to be held 
in one of the European capitals. 

Miss FRANCES PELTON, the young 
woman with whom it is believed Fer- 
dinand Ward is in love, has disappeared 
from Middletown, Conn. Ward is also 
gone from his summer place in Thomp- 
son, and it is declared that the two have 
gone together. 

Wa. WuiTe, grand secretary of the 
Independent Order of Odd Feilows, died 
at hishome in Louisville, Ky,, on the 
7th, from heart disease. 

Mexico has officially advised the state 
department that Gen. Garza, the Mexi- 
can revolutionist and outlaw, is reor- 
ganizing his forces in Webb county, 
Tex. Gen. Schofield has telegraphed 
Gen. Wheaton, in command of the de- 
partment of Texas, directing him to 
keep a sharp lookout for the outlaws, 
and to prevent a violation of the neu- 
trality laws. 

On the 8th Mrs. Rose, one of the first 
women to speak in the United Statesin 
favor of the abolition of slavery, was 
buried in High Gate (London) cemetery. 
She was associated with Lucretia Mot- 
tie, Abbey Kelley, Whittier and Wen- 
deli Phillips in the anti-slavery agita- 
tion. Several times during her abolition 
speeches she narrowly escaped being 
tarred and feathered. She was 83 years 
of age. 

PRESIDENT Pirxorro of Brazil has 
signed the law granting amnesty to 
the revolutionists. A bill allowing the 
immigration of coolies has been signed 
by the president. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

At Pittsburgh, Pa., on the 3d, war- 
rants were issued charging Frick, Love- 
joy and their subordinates with mur- 
der. All save Frick were either appre- 
hended or surrendered and gave bond. 
Frick will be arrested when he leaves 
his home. 

MASKED robbers on the night of the 
8d held up a south-bound passenger 
train near Collis, Cal., broke open the 
express car and robbed the safe of an 
unknown amount. The express mes- 
senger suffered the fracture of several 
ribs by the dynamite bombs used in 
breaking open the car and safe. 

On the 4th the porcelain works of 
Kahnlenz & Son, at Kronach, Prussia, 
were burned. 

AT Dewsbury, England, on the 5th 
six persons were drowned by the flood- 
ing ofa mine. The. water rushed in so 
suddenly that the victims, who were in 
a remote part of the mine, had no op- 
portunity to escape. 

On the 5th the Swett Manufacturing 
Co.’s plant at the manufacturing suburb 
of Robinsdale, Minneapolis, was struck 
by lightning, and was burned to the 
ground. Less, $23,000; insurance, $12,- 
000. The business portion of the town 
narrowly escaped destruction by a sud- 
den change of the wind, 


A FREIGHT wreck occurred at Harbor | 
Creek station, Pa., on the Lake shore 
road, while taking the switch to allow 
the flyer to pass, on the night of the 
5th. The flyer, consisting of baggage, 
combination and three sleeping cars, 
crashed into the freight wreck and 
piled in a heap. Engineer Welsh and 
Fireman Burkman, both of Buffalo, on 
the freight, were instantly killed. Two 
passengers were killed outright and 
many injured. 

JAMES RopMAN, aged 32 years, a con- 
vict in the eastern penitentiary of Penn- 
sylvania, committed suicide, on the 7th, 
by setting fire to a straw mattress 
and throwing himself upon it and then 
cutting his throat with a knife. 

THE man whoassassinated the bishop 
of Mpligno, on a railway train between 
Assisi and Foligno, Italy, on the night 
of the 7th, has been captured and has 
confessed his crime. His motive was 
robbery. 

THE train robbers who have taken 
refuge among the Fresno (Cal.) foot- 
hills are trying to get into the King 
river canyon where their capture will 
be almost impossible. TF ifty men are 
guarding the entrance to the conyon, 
but it is believed they will be dispersed 
by mountaineers, who hate the rail- 
road company and sympathize with the 
fugitives. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

ACCORDING to an official bulletin there 
were reported in all Russia, on the ist 
and 2d, 4,167 cases of cholera and 2,678 
deaths therefrom. 

AT the state department complaints 
continue to be received of inhuman 
treatment of the men at work in the 
guano bedsin the island of Nevassa, 
and Commander Shield of the Kearsarge 
has been ordered to stop at the island 
on his way to Honduras and make a 
thorough investigation of the matter. 

On the 8th silver reached the lowest 
price yet quoted—a little less than 
eighty-five cents per ounce. 

STARTLING reports have been received 
of the ravages of cholera in the gov- 
ernments of Saratoff and Samara, Rus- 
sia, where it is officially announced 
that not less than 3,000 deaths occur 
daily. The ignorant multitude in many 
places resist all sanitary precautions, 
and attack the doctors and others en- 

aged in attempting to stamp out the 

isease.

sumed running as usual. No addi- 
tional cases of the disease were re- 
ported.

News has been received of a disgrace- 
‘ul bull fight in the town of Nites, 
france. Six horses were disemboweled 
and two men killed amid the enthusias- 
tic applause of 20,000 people. The 
mayor and the prefect withdrew from 
the scene when the first bull was killed, 
but they took no measures to prevent 
a repetition of the fighting, which is 
illegal.

CLEVELAND'S ACCEPTANCE. 


Trying to Manufacture Issues by False 
_ Pretenses. 

Cleveland's speech accepting the 
democratic nomination for the presi- 
deucy reiterates the sentiments of his 
celebrated free trade message, which 
caused his flefeat four years ago.

A German agent in the southwest Af- 
rican possessions of Germany writes to 
headquarters in Berlin that sonfidence 
men and scamps have invaded even 
that sparsely settled and half-savage 
region. Ile says that ayear ago a white 
man went wandering through the coun- 
try carrying on his back a bag filled 
with medical nostrums. Little atten- 
tion was paid to him, but it was found 
later that he knew nothing whatever of 
medicine, and that his little plasters, 
wafers and drugs were worth no more 
than so much fetish. He heralded his 
coming everywhere, just as the quack 
doctors do in this country, and the sim- 
ple-minded natives flocked to him from 
far and near to secure the benefits of 
his wonderful treatment. He remained 
only two or three weeks in a place, and 
then would seek other fields. He took 
payment in cattle, and from place to 
place he drove his herd, which cost him 
nothing for food and kept rapidly in- 
creasivg in size. 

Finally he reappeared on the coast 
with a herd of about one thousand six 
hundred cattle out of which he had 
bunkoed the natives. As he had no 
medical skill and the contents of the 
mysterious bag probably were not 
worth tendollars, he found the business 
a paying one. The natives, after he 
had swindled them, made up their 
minds as to his true character, and the 
German agent writes that it probably 
would not be safe now for any itinerate 
dealer in medicine and cures to travel 
through the country; however honest 
and competent he might be.

Until these cases are 
definitely settled this action will deter 
many people from purchasing type- 
writers which aré colorable imitations 
of the Remington. To save ao few dol- 
lars a man does not want to buy a ma 
chine with a law suit attachment, espe- 
cially when the other machine is the

BEHIND THE COUNTER. 


Women and Girls Find It a Hard and 
Poorly Paid Labor. 
Thousands of girls of the better class, 
who have had good school facilities, and 
many who.have gone through normal 
colleges expecting to teach, and failed 
to obtain positions, turn to the stores 
for employment. They consider work- 
ing in a store a higher grade of employ- 
ment than working in a factory. They 
forget that it is harder work, and that 
the pay is less. A few women in every 
store are paid good wages, and some 
are exceptionally paid. But take an 
entire store through, the average pay 
is less than that in a factory. It is dif- 
cult to average the wages of girls in 
a factory. It is difficult to average the 
wages of girls in shops, for the reason 
that diffcrent places pay different rates, 
and the pay varies in the same place. 
Hundreds of cash girls sell notions and 
fancy articles while they are still paid 
as cash girls, and get only from $2.50 to 
$5.00 a week. These may be employed 
several years before their pay is in- 
creased to $4.00 a week. After they 
become good saleswomen they are paid 
$6.00, and even more in some establish- 
ments. <A fortunate few are paid $25.00 
a week; but they are women who are 
thoroughly familiar with the business, 
having worked up from much lower po- 
sitions, and are possessed of exceptional 
ability. They are given charge of a de- 
partment, or are buyers, or hold some 
equally responsible position. The 
wages paid to these exceptions should 
not be an incentive to others looking 
for situations, as there is room for but 
a few in these important positions. It 
is safe tosay that women of correspond- 
ing ability make more money in almost 
any other employment than they doin 
this. Even when they are heads of de- 
partments, or buyers for the big retail 
stores. women are paid much lower sal- 
aries than men who occupy similar po- 
sitions. In some cases they receive one- 
third less. In many cases they get only 
half of what is paid to men. It is diffi- 
cult to learn just what women in shops 
are paid, as they are not organized, and 
are at the mercy of their employers, 
and when asked what they receive, feel 
ashamed of their low pay and are in- 
clined to exaggerate the sum. 
Employment in stores is an unhealthy 
occupation. The standing and the poor 
ventilation make it that. In only a few 
of the better class of shops is the air 
good. This and the long hours make 
the existence behind counters especial- 
ly unhealthy. Ordinary hours are from 
eight o'clock in the morning until six 
o'clock at night, through the week, and 
until ten o'clock on Saturday night. 
The stores are supposed to close at ten 
o'clock, but it is considerably later than 
this before the employes get their work 
tinished, and it is nearly midnight be- 
fore they reach their homes. This 
would be bad enough on any day of the 
week, but it is particularly so on Satur- 
day. The girls lie in bed until noon on 
Sunday to get rested, and the only hol- 
iday in the week is spoiled. It is cruel 
to keep girls standing from eight o’clock 
in the morning until ten o’clock at 
night, as is done in the large stores 
every Saturday, and for two or three 
weeks before Christmas every day in 
the week. 
The long hours that are exacted of 
saleswomen on Saturdays and at holi- 
day times are not accompanied by any 
extra compensation. Some stores have 
saleswomen in the basement where the 
poor ventilation and the heat, caused 
by keeping the gas lighted all day, 
combine to produce a most unhealthy 
atmosphere. (rirls who are required to 
stand and sell goods all day in these 
places are often evercome, and are enr- 
ried out in a fainting condition. The 
rules of many establishments are arbi- 
trary and unjust. The girls are fined 
for lateness, which is not so bad as the 
other fines for talking, laughing, sing- 
ing, or failure to put away their aprons 
when the work of the day is ended. 
Often at the end of the week a girl who 
is careless finds that nearly all of her 
wages is used up in fines. In factories, 
the law compels employers to give an 
hour for dinner, but in stores the girls 
are obliged to wait their turn before 
going to the lunch room. In the busy 
season only a few are allowed to go at 
atime, and it is often four or five 
o'clock before some of the girls get a 
chance to eat their mid-day meal. Eat- 
ing in the store is forbidden at all 
times. It is no wonder that the girls 
faint, when they are compelled to stand 
all day without eating. Some of the 
better class of stores are more consid- 
erate, and even give one or two weeks’ 
vacation with pay to the girls in the 
summer. 
If the normal schools taught girls 
book-keeping, many of them could be- 
come clerks and book-keepers instead 
of trying to get places as teachers, and 
when they find no place open to them 
turning to the stores and overcrowding 
them. Girls have few opportunities to 
prepare for positions that are remuner- 
ative. The two ‘or three occupations 
which are considered genteel for women 
are overcrowded, while there is often a 
demand for girls as feather workers for 
example. If trades such as the making 
of jewelry, surgical instruments, and 
similar manufactures, were taught here 
in technical and industrial schools like 
those of Paris, girls would receive bet- 
ter wages than they donow. Even now 
girls of equal ability make more money 
in factories than in stores, excepting 
the few who have positions of trust. 
Occupations like feather making are 
not overcrowded. The only trouble is 
in the dull season, when there is lack of 
employment, but the wages when there 
is work are sufficient to enable a girl to 
get along even if sheis idlea part of 
the time. Many provide for this by 
learning two or three trades. On the 
whole, the employment of women in 
mercantile pursuits is undesirable; it is 
poorly paid; it is not regulated by law 
as it should be; and while it is consid- 
ered more genteel than at the light 
wades, it is less remunerative.—Ida M. 
Van Ellen, in Ladies’ Home Journal.

THE COMING EXPOSITION. 


At It Woman's History From the Time 
of the Cliff Dwellers Will Be Illus- 
trated. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer in an exhaustive 
article on the World's fair in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, statesthat: This exhibit 
in the woman’s building will illustrate 
the history of women from the time of 
the cliff dwellers through the medisval 
ages, when, though her mind vas not 
developed, her delicacy of touch was 
made useful in copying the elaborate 
manuscripts of the day and in making 
the rich illustrations that accompanied 
them in books of poetry; in textile fab- 
rics, wonderful embroideries, which 
have.been famous in every country and 
period. The board will endeavor to 
secure, through its home and foreign 
committees, the originals, reproduc- 
tions, or illustrations of various famous 
objects made by women which have 
had important influence on the epoch 
in which they were produced, such, for 
example, as the celebrated Bayeux tap- 
estry, made by Matilda of Flanders, the 
best and most complete history of the 
conquest of Engiand by her husband, 
William the Conqueror, and which is 
constantly referred to by every author- 
ity treating of the military science, 
arms, accoutrements, manners and 
customs of that day. An effort will 
also be made to procure a reproduction 
of the famous doors of Strasburg Ca- 
thedral, which were the work of Sa- 
bina von Steinbach, sister and assistant 
ofthe architect. Permission to make 
the copy has been officially asked by 
the board from the German government, 
and it is intended to use the doors for 
the main entrance of the woman’s 
building. These illustrations will fol- 
low in historical sequence down to the 
present time, when her active brain is 
educated to cope with the scientific 
problems of the age, and her trained 
hand to make the delicate machinery 
of the watch. Such an exhibit as this 
has never been made, but so quick are 
the French people to seize an idea, that 
since the announcement of the plans of 
the lady managers in Paris, last June, 
an exhibit illustrating the history of 
woman’s progress has already been ar- 
ranged for next yearin the Palais de 
l’Industrie, so that, though the board of 
lady managers has the honor of origin- 
ating this idea, it will not be the first 
to put it into practical execution. Be- 
side the foregoing extensive exhibit, 
women will have another opportunity 
of displaying work of superior excel- 
lence in a very advantageous way in 
the woman’s building, over which the 
board of lady managers will exercise 
complete control. In its grand central 
hall—the gallery of honor—will be 
grouped the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of women of every country and 
in every line of work. 








“Julien Gordon.”’ 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer Cruger, known as 
“Julien Gordon,” spends a large part of 
the year at her country place, Idlesse 
farm, on Long Island. The farm con- 
sists of about seventy acres, the house 
standing on a bluff overlooking the 
sound and the land being laid out 
mostly in lawns. The house is fur- 
nished with taste. Mrs. Cruger’s 
brother, Thomas Wentworth Storrow, 
lived in France nearly all of his life, 
and she was born in Paris. Her moth- 
er was a niece of Washington Irving. 
She passed her childhood in Paris, not 
learning to speak English until she was 
nine years old, Mrs. Cruger writes 
very rapidly. ‘‘A Successful Man” was 
written in two weeks and “A Puritan 
Page” in three.—Chicago Post. 

Her Voice Was Her Passport. 
It has been said that a great intellect- 
ual gift makes an easy passport to any- 
thing. At any rate, Mme. Sigrid Arn- 
oldson has been able to prove its truth, 
for when she was in Rome she went one 
day to the poste restante to call for a 
registered letter. She was asked for 
her passport to establish her identity, 
but she had left it behind at her hotel. 
Her reiterated assurance that she was 
indeed Mme. Arnoldson failed to satisfy 
the officials, until at last the happy 
thought occurred to her to sing to 
them. ‘‘Assai, assai,” they exclaimed 
when the song was finished, ‘here is 
your letter, for no one but Sigrid Arn- 
oldson can sing like that.” 

WOMEN IN THE FIELD. 
A BUsy woman is Mrs. Emma Drew 
of South Norridgewock, Me. She runs 
a small farm, keeps a horse and cow, 
raises butter for market, cares for her 
five children, does her own housework, 
and also teaches a school of seventeen 
children five days in the week. 
Miss FLORENCE BALGARMI is making 
her influence felt in the way of reform 
since her return to England from this 
country. She is agitating a movement 
to do away with artificial barriers to 
the employment of women and to equal- 
ize the wages of men and women. 
For several weeks there has been in 
operation on the local trains between 
San Francisco and Oakland an ingeni- 
ous device, patented by Mrs. Harriet M. 
Plumb, of New York, intended to keep 
cars supplied with fresh air without the 
attendant annoyance of dust and cin- 
ders. 

“You bring up your girls,” says Rus- 
kin, ‘‘as if they were meant for side- 
board ornaments, and then complain of 
their frivolity. Give them not only 
noble teaching but noble teachers, and 
give them the help which alone has 
sometimes done more than all other in- 
finences—the help of wild and fair 
nature. You can not baptize them 
rightly in inch-deep church fonts unless 
you baptize them also in the sweet 
waters which the great Law-Giver 
strikes forth from the rocks of your 
native land.”

A SHAKING UP 


Among High-Salaried Officials of the Bu- 
reau of Geological Survey on Account 
of the Reduction in the Appropriation 
for that Branch of the Public Service. 
Wasnineron, Aug. 9.—There will be 

avery considerable shaking up among 

highly salaried officials of the bureau of 
geological survey to-morrow, when the 
reductions imposed by the sundry civil 
bill will be carried into effect. Nearly 
forty members of the present force will 
be asked to resign, two-thirds of them 
being scientists employed on special 
work. The list includes three $4,000 
geologists, one $3,000 geologist, two 
£2,900 geologists, one $2,000 geologist, 
one $2,000 chemist, two $2,500 geogra- 
phers, one $2,000 topographer and one 
$3,000 officer, classed as ‘“‘general assist- 
ant.” These are dropped all together. 

The salary of the paleontologist is 

cut down from $4,000 to $2,000, and 
twenty-six other employes will also 
have to submit to a reduction of pay. 
Maj. Powell, chief director of the bu- 
reau, says that six of the geologists 
thus summarily disposed of have volun- 
teered to stay and complete the work 
they are engaged upon without further 
compensation, und seventeen others 
have already secured professorships in 
various colleges and other educational 
institutions. He adds that the reduc- 
tion of force will compel him to drop 
some branches of the work upon which 
he is engaged, but he believes he will be 
able to struggle along until congress 
reassembles in December. 


RELENTLESS WAR. 











The Carnegie Steel Co. will Push the 
Fight Against Their Late Employes to 
the Utmost—Many More Arrests Prom. 
ised, and Those who Have Left Home- 
stead will be Pursued. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 9.—Secretary 
Lovejoy of the Carnegie company was 
asked by a United Press reporter what 
was the plan of the company toward 
the Homestead strikers. We have 
started in on this conquest of riot by 
law, and it will be carried to a finish. 
There will be anywhere betwen 50 
to 150 more informations on murder 
and aggravated riot charges made 
against Homestead strikers before 
we are through with them. Weare pro- 
ceeding carefully and get only evidence 
to a certainty before the charge is 
made. We mean to make no mistake, 
and the best detective skill in the coun- 
try has been engaged. We have officers 
of long experience at work at Home- 


stead, and the informations I make 
are on evidence gotten by these 
men, who will be _— produced 


in court and give sworn testimony. 
There would have been more infor- 
mations before this but for the fact 
that many strikers engaged in the riot 
have run away. Meantime, evidence 
against them is being gathered, and 
when they return informations will be 
made against them and they will be ar- 
rested. If they do not come back they 
will be followed up until they are ar- 
rested and brought back for trial. 


CHANCELLOR CAPRIVI 


Keported to be onthe Poiut of Rosigning 
Owing to Differences of Opinion with 
the Kaltser as to the Bismarck Crisis. 
BERLIN, Aug. 9.—Klein’s Journal 

gives currency toa report, as yet un- 

confirmed by official or semi-official au- 
thority, to the effect that Chancellor 

Capriviis about to resign, owing to 

differences of opinion with the kaiser 

asto the Bismarck crisis, and that 

Prince Halzefeldt-Wildenburg, now the 

German ambassador to Great Britain, 

will be his successor. Although .the 

statement is unconfirmed, it is known 
that there has been a radical difference 
between the kaiser and Caprivi as to 
dealing with Bismarck’s recent utter- 
ances, Caprivi urging that Bismarck 
should be prosecuted, and the kaiser 
ped to take no notice of the mat- 
er. 

Caprivi has not been entirely satis- 
fied since the kaiser’s change of front 
on the educational bill which led to 
Caprivi’s resignation of the office of 
Prussian premier while he retained the 
post of imperial chancellor. It is said 
that the influence of Count Von Fulen- 
berg, who succeeded Caprivi as premier, 
has been growing, and that Von Fulen- 
berg had a deal todo with urging the 
kaiser to adopt a policy of patience and 
tolerance towark Bismarck. 

All these things have tended to make 
Caprivi uncomfortable, and whether he 
has or has not resigned as chancellor 
it is generally believed that he will not 
hold the post much longer. 


CHOLERA AND RIOTS 


In Astrabad, Persia, the Capital of the 
Province of that Name—Liguor Shops 
Gutted and Armenian Traders Stoned. 
TEHERAN, Aug. 9.—Cholera is raging 

at Astrabad, the capital of the Persian 
province of thatname, and known, on 
account of its pestilential atmosphere, 
as the city of the plague. Only the 
lower classes of the population remain 
in Astrabad during the hot weather, 
and these broke out in riot on account 
of the terror and anger caused by the 
spread of the disease. The mob at- 
tacked the shops in which liquor was 
kept for sale, for they believed the li- 
quor had something to do with the 
cholera. They broke into the shops, 
and while some of them drank the li- 
quor and became more riotous, others 
poured the intoxicating fluid into the 
streets. The mob also stoned Arme- 
nian traders, some of whom were Rus- 
sian subjects. 

Astrabad is near the Caspian sea, and 
also not fér from the frontier of Rus- 
sian Turkestan. The Russians hurried 
agnard of Cossacks into Astrabad to 
vrotect the consulate.
